He said the American evaluation 
of the military balance in the area 
had been expressed to Israel through 
diplomatic channels before, but that 
it had been now given publicity for 
the first time by Mr. Rogers. 

{The Secretary of State said that, 
“Up to now, the military balance 
had not shifted, and a review is in 
train in light of the recent Soviet- 
Egyptian communique.” Then he 
added: “The Soviet Union in the 
last four or five months has ope- 
rated with some restraint as far 
as shipments ate concerned.”) 

“Israel has not accepted this eva- 
luation,” Mr. Rabin stressed, “either 
from the military or from the poli- 
tical point of view.” Although he 
did not think that Israel-American 
relations had reached the stage of 
actual crisis, Mr. Rabin said the 
disagreements were obvious. 

'The Israeli Ambassador explained 
that the concept of “military ba- 
lance” embraced more than the 
“balance of arms.”

‘Rogers 
ignoring 
the facts’

TEL AVIV. — Informed military 
circles here yesterday commented 
that U.S, Seeretary of State Wil- 
liam Rogers seemed to be delibe- 
rately ignoring the facts when it 
came to evaluating the Middle East- 
ern arms balance. This was said in 
response to Mr, Rogers’ declaration 
that there seemed to have been no 
shift in the military balance, and 
lauding the Soviet Union for hav- 
ing shown “some restraint” in its 
arms shipments to the Arabs during 

the past four months. 

Any appraisal besed only on the 
record of the past four months 
would be a deliberate statistical dis- 
tortion of the facts, “The Jerusalem 
Post” was told. There had been 
constant ups and downs in the in- 
tensity of Soviet arms deliveries to 
the Arab countries. This was parti- 
cularly true of 1971 which had seen 
@ massive and unprecedented air lift 
flown to Egypt during the first few 
months of the year. 


Comparing figures supplied by 
the reputable (British) In- 
stitute of Strategic Studies during 
the course of the past two years 
(July 1989 to July 1971, inclusive) 
it emerges, for Instance, that the 
number of tanks now in service 
with neighbouring Arab armies has 
increased to Israel's disadvantage 
from a ratio of 3:2 to 1:3.5. 


The same situation applies to 
aircraft with the ratio changed

‘Vietcong limits its military aims

SAIGON (Ofns). — 
ACCORDING to a recent speech by 
one of the senior Vietcong com- 
Manders, the Vietnamese Commu- 
mists see lttie possibility at present 
of a military Solution to the war. 

‘The speech by Mejor-General Tran 
Do, third-ranking member of the 
Vietcong Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, was Dased on a secret talk 
given to a Vietcong “Congress of 
Heroes" about a month and a half 
ago. Tran Do's final summing up 
of the three major present aims of 
the Vietcong makes it plain that 
the Communists are for the mo- 
ment only thinking of partial mili- 
tary successes. 

The National Liberation Front 
and its supporters, he said, “are de- 
termined” In the future to do three 
things: to destroy “an even greater 
part”::of the Saigon army; to smash. 
“part” of the Salgon pacification 
plan for the countryside, “and to 
advance towards completely smash- 
ing it"; and to “step up and en- 
courage the struggle movement” 
against the Americans and the Thieu 
Government in the towns and vil- 
lages. If the Vietcong succeeds in 
this, the General went on, “it will 
be stronger than ever" and gradu- 
ally defeat and advance ‘towards 
“completely defeating’ the Amer- 
icans and “the country-selling Vlet- 
mamese traitors," 

What is striking is the way that 
only partial achievements are fore- 
seen. The General does not even hint 
when finai victory might come and 
only once does he suggest how it 
might come.

Only recently were 
a few facts and figures leaked out 
Semi-officially, The company 
has reportedly not only resumed 
working offshore wells drilled by 
the Italians, but has added two new 
ones feach yielding 300,000 tons of 
crude annually), and ts now pro- 
ducing about 6m. tons of oll a year,

Moreover, the Halfa Refineries and 
the (government-owned) Oil Services 
Ltd. participate in a number of in- 
dustrial, shipping, storage and other 
companies, some of them of sub- 
stantial size and great economic 
importance. Obviously the question 
of how this huge sector of our 
economy is controlled cannot be 
overlooked. 


Mistakes of course cannot always 
be avoided, and in the case of Ne- 
tivei Neft need not have aroused 
particular public attention. What 
turned this case into a public af- 
fair was the realization that nobody 
has been held responsible, that 
everyone concerned is trying 
to avoid handling that hot potato. 
While a storm js blown against 
WN’s general manager, the 
company’s board of directors is 
keeping mum, and the authorities 
allegedly in charge of the eco- 
nomy’s oil sector say they have been 
kept in the dark, The danger im- 


-plied in such a situation evidently 


goes further than any mismanage- 
ment now alleged to have been un- 
earthed, for it is the essence of con- 
fidence in public control which Is 
involved, Mr. M. Friedman may, or 
may not, have been blameless, but 
he cannot be treated ike a feudal 
chief with a fief allotted for him 
as a personal trust. He is expected 
to act as a public servant, which 
obviously involves a certain chaln 
of command and of specific res- 
ponsibilities, none of which has 
been invoked to date. 


There are valid reasons for not 
publishing information concerning 
Tsrael’s oil trade.

Respondent (C.A. 566/70), 


Thea Supreme Court unanimously 
dismissed an appeal and allowed 
by majority decision, 8 cross ap- 
peal against a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on Au- 
gust 7, 1970 (in C.A. 643/68). 

The main question at issue in the 
Magistrate's and District Courts was 
whether the appellants, who were 
employed as watchmen by the res- 
pondent, were entitled to overtime 
pay for the hours they were re- 
quired to be on the premises but 
were not required to be on duty (and 
could, in fact, sleep if they so wish- 
ed). 

The Magistrate's Court found that 
they were not entitled to overtime 


pay 858 the time during which they, 


Were merely on call did mot come 
within the definition of “hours of 
work,” but the District Court held 
by majority decision that they were 
entitled to overtime pay in prin- 
ciple, but had waived their rights to 
this pay for part of their period 
of employment, a 

The watchmen appealed t 
the latter part of this decision and 
the company cross-appealed against 
the majority ruling that the hours 
during which the watchmen were 
available on the premises but were 
mot engaged on active guard duty 
should be considered as “hours of 
work.” 

Section I of the Hours of Work 
and ‘Rest Law, 1951, defines “hours 
of work” as: “The period during 
which an employee is available for 
work, including short breaks al- 
lowed to an employee for rest and 
fresh sir.” 

Mr. ©. Harari appeared for the 
appellants (the watchmen) and Mr. 
B. Halfon for the respondent (the 
company). 


Judgment 

Justice Kahn, who delivered the 
minority opinion of the Supreme 
Court, considered the appellants’ ar~ 
gument that as they had been com- 
pelled to be on the premises for 
11 consecutive hours, during which 
time they were on patrol duty for 
six hours and could be called upon, 
if necessary, to take up patrol du- 
ties or to extinguish fires during 
the remaining five hours, therefore 
in accordance with the definition 
of “hours of work” in section 1 of 
the Hours of Work and Rest Law 
they must be deemed to have work- 
ed for 11 hours. Noting that a si- 
milar question had been raised in 
C.A. 392/69 (1 ἈΠ. 24/107) he held 
that he was prepared to accept the 
rule laid down in that case to the 
effect that if a worker had to be 
available af his..place of.work dur- 
Jing Mortal houra this did. aot -ne- 
cesNarily mean'that thé hours dur- 
ing whiclt he ‘was compelled to be 
present at his place of work should 
for that reason only be deemed to 
be “hours of work," However, he 
continued, on the other hand, he did 
not think it completely illogical to 
hold that there might be occasions 
when the hours during which an 
employee is asleep at his place of 
work should be deemed to be hours 
of work, and even over-time. For 
this would depend entirely on the 
kind of work and on the conditions 
of employment (for example, a 
night nurse or duty doctor might

work). In other words, hé continued, 
each cage should be examined on 
its merits in order to declde whe- 
ther the hours during which the 
employee is available at his place of 
work, in accordnace with hig em- 
Ployment contract, but Is not ac- 
tually working, should be deemed 
to be “hours of work” or not. 

In the particular case under con- 
sideration, Justice Kahn went on 
to hold, he concurred with the ma- 
jority opinion in the District Court 
that the 11 hours which the ap- 
pellants had spent on the respon- 
dent's premises every night were in 
fact “hours of work,” despite. the 
fact that they were on actual guard 
duty for only six of these hours. 
But as he also concurred with the 
District Court that the appellants 
had waived their rights to overtime 
pay for a part of their period of 
employment with the respondent he 
thought that both the appeal and 
the cross-appeal should be dismissed.

Justice Witkon, with whom Justice 
Many concurred, held that he had 
given further consideration to his 
opinion in C.A. 392/69 and had come 
to the conclusion that he could find 
nothing to add to, or subtract from, 
it, uor any reservations. In other 
words, he continued, he abided fully 
by his opinion that the fact that an 
employee 1s bound by the terms 
of his employment to remain on the 
premises for a certain number of 
hours does not mean thet those 
particular hours must perforce con- 
stitute “hours of work.” But, he 
added, it is obvious that everything 
depends on the terms of the con- 
tract of employment, For if the 
contract of employment stipulates 
a certain number of hours of work 
and during those ‘particular hours 
it Is permissible to read or to knit 
85 in the case of a nurse on night 
duty), then the mere act of reading 
or knitting would not derogate 
from the number of hours worked. 
The case under consideration had 
to be distinguished, however, from 
the hypothetical case of the night 
nurse, as the appellants’ terms of 
employment laid down six hours of 
active guard duty and five hours 
off duty, but on call Ὅπ the pre- 
mises, in case of emergencies. If, 
however, it were to be held that 
the hours they were on call should 
also be deemed to be “houns of 
work,” he continued, this would 
create an undesirable precedent. 
For in present-day reality there are 
occasions when 

ployees are compelled to live Δ: 
or near their places of. work if 
they wish to hold thelr jobs, and 
yet others where employees must be 
prepared to be on call 24 hours a 
day... It would be incongruous, how- 
ever, to hold that such persons put 
in twenty-four “hours of work” a 
day. 
In his opinion, therefore, concluded 
Justice Witkon, the cross-appeal 
should be allowed.

Unfor- 
tunately, history seems to show that 
so far no other aspect of “German 
culture” achieved such massive na- 
tional consensus and expression as 
the desire to rule the world and to 
rid Germany of the Jews — whe- 
ther by herding them all back into 
ghettos, banishing them to the east- 
ern border areas or existing or future 
German colonies far away (suggest- 
ed by ἃ wide range of German phi- 
losophers, writers, artists, Bible 
scholars, doctors, etc.), or simply 
declaring them to be vermin and 
exterminating them (it was Paul 
Bétticher de la Garde (1827-1891) 
who called the Jews “usurious ver- 
min” and wrote: “With trichinee 
and bacillt one does not negotiate, 
nor are trichinae and bacilli sub- 
jected to education; they are ex- 
terminated as quickly and as tho- 
roughly as possible.” La Garde was 
widely read in his own day, was the 
spiritual mentor of the Germanism 
movements afterwards, and the 
above quotation was included in an 
anthology of hiy writings that was 


required reading for German troops 
in 1944). 

I have long been in favour of cul- 
tural, social, political and other re- 
Jations between the German Federal 
Republic (and its people) and {a- 
rael. Not ecause I have forgiven 
and forgotten, But because I have

Berlin a pawn in Soviet power struggle: 


ETHERS are four basic principles 
ta which all journalists of our 
newspapers are bound. 

1) Reunification of Germany in 
freaiom.. if possible within the 
framework of a United Europe. 

2) Reconciliation between Jews 
and Germans, which includes strong 
support for the life-rights of the 
people of Israel 

3) Rejection of any kind of po- 
iitical dictatorship. 

4) Defence of the free market 
economy with social responsibility. 

I believe we are witnessing today 
not the beginning of a Berlin solu- 
thm, ss many want us to believe, 
but the beginnings of a new future 
Berlin crisis different from earlier 
ones, 

It is not a matter of accident 
that people are leaving Berlin these 
days in great numbers. The census 
officials of the city are alarmed. 
Many more Berliners, they say, 
have left the city in the past 
months than those who left even 
after the building of the Wall (in 
1961). 

Tt seems that especialy Willy 
Brandt, the former Mayor of Ber- 
lin and present German Chancellor, 
never got over the ahock caused by 
Western inaction in face of the 
Wall, It may be that the seeds for 
his new dangerous policy towards 
the Hast were already laid on this 
fateful August 13, 1961. 

During a recent discussion in the 
Bonn parliament, Herbert Wehner, 
the strong man in the SP.D., said: 
“We must not forget that this Wall 
was accepted, even though with pro- 
test, by those who solemnly signed 
with us mutually binding treaties: 
— meaning the Western powers. 

Brandt underlined this statement 
by almost jumping from his seat 
and three times in a row nodding 
his head in approval. 

‘West Berlin, by the way, is not a 
smell enclave. It covers an area in 
which you could put the cities of 
Munich, plus Frankfurt, plus Dues- 
seldorf, plus a large hunk of Ham- 
burg too. 

A few years ago Willy Brandt 
said: “Berlin exists for the vision, 
some day once again to be the 
capital of a free and united people. 


The note of alarm from Berlin will . 


continue to exist, even if people 
elsewhere should get tired.” 


The Chancellor said... 


Let me add two other quotes 
from, earlier speeches of the present 
German Chancellor: 

“We must get used to the fact 
that Russta insists on treating and 
denouncing Berlin as an alleged 
focus of danger, ἃ cancer, as they 
say, a fuse in the powder barrel, a 
foreign body. But behind the So-

δ HEBRON. — A number of security 


measures have been introduced in 
the Hebron area following a rash of 
terrorist acts, it was reported here 
yesterday. 

According to local sources, the 
Military Government has stopped 
issuing permits for travel to Jordan, 
and Hebron district residents — un- 
ike other West Bankers — will not 
be able to invite guests from neigh- 
bouring Arab countries for the celeb- 
ration of Id el-Fitr, the feast mark- 
ing the conclusion of Ramadhan. In 
addition, no local prisoners will be 
amnestied — contrary to the situa- 
tion in other administered areas. 

The crackdown was apparently 
aparked by the blowing up of an 
Egged bus and the burning of an- 
other. Both incidents occurred ear- 
Mer this month, 

Although more than 100 suspect- 
ed terrorists have been rounded up 
In the past few weeks, some of the 
perpetrators of the outrages are still 
believed to be at large — with the 
aid of residents of the Hebron area. 

‘These sanctions are the firat to be 
imposed collectively since Septem- 
‘ber, 1969, when local exports to Is- 
rael and Jordan were banned at the 
height of terrorist activity in the 
region. 

Scores of residents yesterday 
thronged Hebron Town Hal? to com- 
plain to Mayor Shelkh Mohammed 
Alt Ja’‘abari, who was himself re- 
ported to be “upset and personally 
hurt’ by the sanctions. Sheikh 
Ja'abari is scheduled to meet this 
morning with Military Government 
officials to discuss the situation.

go home, that they are already 
deeply rooted in the problems of 
their home countries.

The educational process for cul- 
turally. deprived children In Israel 
also aroused keen interest. This was 
speciality due to the “preventive 


medicine attitude of sending child- 
ren who came from socially -de- 
prived or culturally backward fami- 
lies to pre-Kindergartens, so they 
can start school on an equal foot- 
ing with the majority. The speak- 
ers stressed the great advantages 
of this approach, and indicated that 
it was especially valuable if during 
the rest of the educational process, 
which they felt stretched into the 
anny, “compensatory education” 
could be given whenever needed, if 
a pupil or student began to drop 
behind. ‘Thus, the sterility of some 
homes can be overcome in one gen- 
eration,” Prof. Hudson said. 

They also approved heartily of 
the ᾿ speclal courses for gifted 
youngsters, whose abilities would 
ategnate in normal classes. (One 
example they noted Is the summer 
courses:run by the ‘Welzmann ‘n- 
stitute.) 

As for exchange programmes at 
fboth the professional and student 
level, they were hesitant, at least 
for the present. “If we get really 
serious about this matter, we will 
send along an advance party to get 
things! moving.” F 

Strangely enough, they found 
Haifa University the best suited 
for such an exchange programme, 
since it was relatively small but 
still vigorous.

Deputy Premier Yigal Allon yesterday n 
executives that unless they pulled together consistently to ret thelr 
medinm on the rizht road, the authorities might have to take “drastic 
measures” under the law to guarantee that the public at large enioy 
the service to which it was entitled. Mr. Allon did mot specify what 
measures he had in mind. 

He waa speaking in the Knesset, 
in @ general debate on the situation 
in Israel TV which was scheduled 
to replace a large number of mo- 
tions for the agenda, tabled after 
the strike and the clash between 
the Journalists Amsociation amd the 
management committee of the 
Broadcaating Authority. 

The Deputy Premier said that 
discipline in TV House was defec- 
tive. The frequent strikes in contra- 
vention of the law, and in coptra- 
vention of the umion constitutions, 


were proof of this. 

The Bi Authority had 
no intentions of curtailing the jour- 
naligtic freedom of the TV staff 
when it mooted the Idea of appoint-— 
ing an assistant to the director-gen- 
eral, to be responsible for news, Its 
only aim was to make the news- 
room more efficient. In this, the ma- 
nagement committee was acting 
within its authority and according 
to its obligations under the Broad- 
casting Authority Law. 

Mr. Allon noted that last week's 
petition, signed by 96 permanent 
TV staffers, colling for @ Govern- 
ment commission of enquiry ¥nto the 
state of labour relations tn TV, had 
been disowned by the journalists’ 
bodies. The TV newsroom and ee 
TV production shop commitices 
already told him officially that the 
petition was “an error.” 

Nothing had been decided yet re- 
garding organizational changes in 
the newsroom, he stressed. Although 
differences of opinion were quite in 
order, nobody could question that 
the Authority was entrusted — in 
theory and practice alike — with 
the responsibility for such changes. 
Like any newspaper editor, the Au- 
thority had the right to make what- + 
ever changes it saw fit, without staff j. 
interference, ¥ 


The bid to describe such organi- 
zational proposals asan attack on 
press freedom was more than a dis- 
tortion, especially in the light of the 
previous situation, when Kol Yisrael 
was attached to a Government depart- 
ment. Radio and TV journalists, he 
believed, had no less professional 
freedom and perhaps more, than . 
the other communications media. 

Opening the debate, Mr. Yosef 
Tamir (Gahal) said thet the TV's 
news and current affairs depart- 
menta were its Achillea Heel.

Customs men

sale of duty-free goods. The opera- 
tion was carried out {n Tel Aviv, 
Jerusalem, Haifa, Ashdod and Ne- 
tanya simultaneously. 

The drive in Tel Aviv focused 
on the business of Mr. 8. Farkash, 
who was brought before a magis- 
trate who ordered him detained for 
10 days while further investigation 
is carried out.
